Preliminary  Work 
on  New  Field  is 
Project  for  Y Day 

Digging  of  Trenches  for  Complete  Drainage  System  Will 
be  Completed  During  Day;  Seniors  and  Freshmen 
Will  Whitewash  Big  Letter  on  the  Mountain;  Girls 
to  Play  Part  of  Waterboys. 


Digging  trenches  for  a drainage 
; system  for  the  new  athletic  field,  and 
whitewashing  the  big  letter  on  the 
hill,  are  projects  which  will  receive 
attention  on  “Y”  Day,  according  to 
the  plans  of  the  committee  in  charge, 
iThe  day  has  been  definitly  set  for  this 
Friday,  April  2nd,  and  the  student 
body  organized  to  effectively  do  Jhe 
work  required  in  both  projects. 

Until  recent  years,  all  men  went  to 
the  "Y”  on  this  day  while  the  girls 
cooked  and  prepared  dinner.  How- 
ever, plans  call  for  somewhat  differ- 
ent proceedure  this  year.  The  Senior, 
Freshmen  and  High  School  mon  will 
whitewash  the  big  letter  while  the 
Junior,  Sophomore  Faculty  and 
:•  special  men  will  work  on  the  athletic 
field  below  University  Hill.  The  girls 
will  cook  dinner  for  the  fellows  and 
serve  it  up  on  the  hill.  Some  of  the 
girls  will  also  carry  water  and  “en- 
tertain” the  fellows  while  they  work. 

The  work  of  whitewashing  and  re- 
pairing the  “Y”  is  under  the  direc' 
tion  of  Ezra  T.  Benson.  The  Fresh- 
men have  been  divided  into  groups 
of  nine  with  a Senior  as  captain,  and 
one  of  the  Freshmen  as  assistant 
captain.  The  personnel  of  the  vari- 
ous squads  has  been  posted  in  the 
halls  and  all  men  are  urged  to  exam- 
ine these  lists  to  find  in  which  group 
they  have  been  placed.  Each  squad 
has  been  assigned  to  bring  certain 
equipment  and  every  man  will  be  ex- 
pected to  carry  a load  of  lime  or 
cement  up  the  hill. 

All  squads  will  report  for  roll  call 
at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  at  8 a. 
m.  Friday  morning.  Here  each  man 
will  receive  his  load  and  begin  his 
journey  up  the  hill. 

! At  the  “Y”  some  will  be  assigned 
■ to  mix  and  spread  the  whitewash, 
while  others  will  carry  water,  rocks, 
etc.  Also  some  cement  work  will  be 
done  to  make  the  form  of  the  letter 
more  permanent.  It  is  expected  that 
i the  work  will  be  completed  about 
noon.  Roll  call  will  again  be  made 
and  then  a dive  made  for  the  bread- 
i line  where  the  girls  will  be  in  readi- 
i.  ness  to  serve. 

i The  work  on  the  athletic  field  is 
P under  the  direction  of  Clarence 
B “Slim”  Palmer.  The  men  to  work 
E on  this  project  will  also  be  divided 
r into  squads  of  ten.  They  will  equip 

! themselves  with  picks,  shovels  and 
wherever  possible  bring  teams  and 
scrapers. 

f Work  on  this  project  will  also  be- 
l:  gin  at  8 a.  m.  Friday  morning.  Work 
will  continue  until  noon  when  the 
girls  will  bring  on  the  “eats”. 

: Following  dinner  some  entertain- 

1 ment  will  be  provided  for  half  an 
hour.  The  men  will  then  return  to 
work  and  dig  trench  until  5 o’clock. 
The  men  who  go  on  the  “Y”  in  the 
morning  will  also  assist  with  the 
work  on  the  field  in  the  afternoon. 

Some  squads  will  be  assigned  to 
work  on  the  grounds,  planting 
shrubs  and  cleaning  up  the  campus. 

The  day  will  close  with  the  annual 
“Y”  day  dance  in  the  Ladies’  Gym- 
nasium Friday  evening.

Seniors  Pledge 
Financial  Aid 
For  New  Field 


As  a parting  gift  to  the  University, 
the  students  of  the  class  of  1926  will 
leave  a sum  of  money  to  be  used  as 
a nucleus  for  the  building  of  an  ath- 
letic field  on  the  stadium  site. 

The  members  of  the  class  have 
pledged  themselves  to  give  twenty 
dollars  each  toward  this  fund.  The 
full  amount  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  school  treasurer  by  April  15th, 
1926. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  this  year’s 
senior  class  is  the  largest  that  has 
ever  left  the  school  it  is  estimated 
that  the  amount  paid  will  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars. 

Members  of  the  class,  under  Pres- 
ident Harris’  guidance,  made  a visit 
to  the  field  one  day  last  week.  He 
gave  the  approximatae  cost  of  the 
construction  of  a field  and  comment- 
ed on  the  splendid  spirit  the  class 
displayed  in  backing  so  worthy  a 
cause.  ' He  explained  that  a project, 
of  this  kind  is  one  which  will  not  be 
forgotten  in  a day,  but  will  grow  and 
develop  with  the  passing  years.  It 
will  be  a lasting  monument  to  the 
class  of  ’26. 

This  new  project  will  aid  and  has- 
ten the  completion  of  the  stadium 
which  was  fostered  by  the  classes  of 
’23  and  '24.  It  will  be  the  means  of 
encouraging  our  men  to  go  out  for 
out  door  sports,  track,  field  and  foot- 
ball. It  will  make  it  possible  to  furn- 
ish equipment  and  accommodations 
for  every  man  in  school  who  wishes 
to  train.  The  class,  as  a whole,  is 
very  enthusiastic  over  the  plans 
which  have  been  made  and  voted 
unanimously  to  support  the  project. 
The  first  problem  of  preparing  the 
field  will  be  to  install  a drainage  sys- 
tem, making  it  possible  to  set  the  field 
in  condition  in  record  time  regardless 
of  the  weather.  It  is  planned  to  ex- 
cavate the  track  for  several  feet  and 
fill  it  in  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  grounds  will  necessarily  have 
to  be  leveled  for  football  and  field 
work,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars. 

The  money  from  the 'Senior  pro- 
ject will  just  about  finance  the  drain- 
age system. 


Miss  Inez  'Warnick,  prominent 
Junior  of  Young  University,  was 
elected  President  of  the  Associated 
Women  Students  at  the  election  held 
last  Monday.

two  years,  and  is  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  problems  which 
confront  the  modern  college  girl. 

The  women  of  the  institution  feel 
justly  proud  that  Miss  Warnick  will 
represent  our  school  at  the  conven- 
tion of  the  A.  W.  S.  which  will  be 
held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  some 
time  soon. 

Mrs.  Nettie  Smart  will  accompany 
Miss  Warnick  to  the  convention.

Educational  Men 
Conduct  Survey 
Of  Training  Work 


Incidentally  there  are  a few  things 
worth  knowing  not  given  in  text 
books  or  discussed  in  classes,  but 
which  have  a great  influence  on  stu- 
dent life. 

Mistakes  are  valuable  If  they  serve 
to  keep  us  from  further  error.  If  we 
gather  all  our  information  by  a first 
hand  process  it,  of  course,  comes 
high.  So  runs  the  old  philosophy. 
Alt  of  us  will  make  som^  specific  use 
of  it.  From  observation  and  from  re- 
port I believe  the  following  to  be 
worthy  of  consideration; 

Boarding  conditions  as  found  in 
professor's  homes  have  generally  been 
dissatisfactory.  There  are  obviously 
two  reasons  why  students  do  not 
take  kindly  to  them,  either  one  of 
which  is  sufficient  for  not  boarding 
there;  first,  the  professors  too  often 
get  a deflated  opinion  of  the  student 
second,  the  findings  are  mutual.

was  my  favorite  teacher  until  I went

Last  Friday  an  arm  of  the  survey 
being  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Utah  State  Board  of  Education, 
tended  into  Young  University.  This 
part  of  the  survey  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  George  H.  Zok,  former  commis- 
sioner of  higher  education  of  the  U. 
S.  The  survey  extended  into  all 
branches  of  B.  Y.  U.,  but  more  es- 
pecially into  the  teacher  training  de- 
partment. Assisting  Dr.  Zok  were 
Dr.  Judd,  head  of  the  department  of 
Education  of  the  University  of  Chica- 
go, and  Dr.  Kline,  U.  S.  Conimissioner 
of  Higher  Education.  Other  experts 
are  engaged  in  surveying  other  phases 
of  education  in  the  state. 

The  purpose  of  the  survey  is 
bring  expert  advice  on  problems  of 
organization  that  will  assist  in  future 
education  in  the  state.  Little  is  known 
as  to  the  findings  of  the  men  who 
conducted  the  survey  as  they  came  to 
work  and  not  talk.  Thetr  report  and 
recommendations  will  be  made  up  and 
ready  for  the  state  legislature  in  the 
fall.
